The Newmarket East Farm For- 
niii met Monday evening at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Ivan Eves. 
A good broadcast was given on 
'"who will export our farm pro- 
ducts", originating from. Winni- 
peg. Go! Strange of the Searle 
Grain Co. taking the side of 
private companies and Mr. Wes- 
son of the wheat pool for govern- 
ment boards as an intermediary. 
Until producers are efficiently 
organized, the forum thought 
government agencies had done a 
"fair job* during war time and 
could continue. The profits 
made by private concerns, espec- 
ially in wheat, were decried. 
According to the United Nations 
organization, we must have a 
planned economy in order to 
have security. It was agreed 
that producers should know more 
about how dairy products of the 
east are sold on the export 
market. 

All members voted in favor of 
increasing the extraction rate of 
flour from 72 percent to 80 per- 
cent in order to ship abroad 
flour to make three million extra 
loaves of bread a day for the 
next six months. Bread made 
from such flour would not be 
lis white but more nutritious. 
Daylight saving time v/as thought 
to be a decided hindrance to in- 
creased food production. 

Disapproval of the production 
dumping of tin cans and rubbish 
on our waysides v/as voiced and 
such action should be severely 
censored by the proper authori- 
ties. 

The larger unit ot school ad- 
ministration was again discussed. 
Mrs. B. McNern stated that in 
her former home district of 
Wainwright, Alberta, some 90 
schools were under one hoard 
with economy in buying sup- 
plies, fuel, etc. Better libraries, 
improved buildings, transporta- 
tion facilities, health services 
and recreational advantages are 
all to the credit. Loss of local 
control and a supposed higher 
tax rate seemed to be the main 
argument against such a propos- 
al. 

The main topic for the meet- 
ing next v/cek at the home of 



Newmarket high school board 
heard a letter at its regular 
meeting Monday night advising 

against any further steps in the 
proposed addition for the high 
school. The letter, signed by 
Norman Davies, inspector of 
agriculture classes, said that a 
consultive committee was re- 
porting on the formation of high 
school areas in York county and

"It seems the department of

boartj. "The department appears 
to be adopting the practice in 
western Canada of having one 
large school for a wide area in- 
stead of a number of small 
schools scattered about. 

"Good transportation is pro- 
vided to bring the pupils from as 
/ar as 14 miles from the school. 
It reduces absenteeism and pro- 
vides far better teaching facili- 
ties." , 

"It appears to me that there is 
nothing more we can do about 
the proposed wing," said G. L. 
Manning. 

A partial text of the letter is: 
"I note that the board is interest- 
ed in proceeding with the erec r 
tion of the proposed wing to 
accommodate shopwork, home 
economics, and agriculture. I 
realize" that you are likely to 
have increased attendance and 

r 

your present accommodation will 
probably be pressed to the limit. 

"Owing to Ihe fact that the 
consultive committee concerning 
larger- high school areas in York 
county is now making a survey 
of the situation, and that it may 
be that the area served by New- 
market might be changed by the 
report of the committee, it does 
not seem advisable to proceed 
with the building program until 
the committee has made its re- 
port. Should your territory be 
enlarged, you might need to add 
an additional classroom or two, 

"If after further survey by the 
principal and the board, it seems 
certain that no change in the 
high school area would material- 
ly affect the enrolment, further 
recommendations concerning 
construction of the building 
might then be considered."

The membership clause of the 
constitution of the Newmarket 
Recreation Council, which had 
previously been rejected at a 
public meeting as not being 
broad enough, was presented in 
a new form at a public meeting 
of those interested in recreation 
at the council chambers Tuesday 
night and was approved. The 
new clause reads: 

"Each existing organization is 
invited to have one representa- 
tive on the council. New organ- 
izations may apply for represen- 
tation on the council at any time. 
Individuals may be asked to be- 
come members of the council by 
U. Individuals may apply for 
membership; in the council. Vot- 
ing: Voting shall be done by the 
council which is made up of the 
appointed representatives of the 
organized > groups and in accord- 
ance with the membership 
avticlesr such others os are rec- 
ognized by the council. Each 
member shall have one vote and 
must be j present to vote, the 
majority to rule." 

As it stands now, the Newmar- 
ket Community Recreation 
Council is chaired by C. B. 
Blackstoek and has an executive 
which is responsible to the coun- 
cil as composed according to the 
membership clause. 

On the vote of the council, it 
was decided to apply to the 
Newmarket town council for a 
grant of $1,000 to carry on its 
activities for the balance of the 
fiscal year. It was pointed out 
that the town council had auth- 
orized the formation of the rec- 
reation council ond the request 
for the grant was in keeping 
with the i authorization of the 
recreation council. 

On a ' vote of the council, a 
committee of the executive was 
empowered lo interview possible 
candidates for the job as recrea- 
tion director in Newmarket. It 
was understood that the work of 
such a director would be to 
carry out the aims of the council 
in encouraging the use of recrea- 
tional facilities and helping to 
organize new recreation groups 
where necessary. The director 
would have no authority to in- 
tcrefere with existing organiza- 
tions. ! ! 



A delegation from Newmarket, 
made up of the chairman of the 
Newmarket town council indus- 
trial committee, Joseph Vale, 
chairman of the property com- 
mittee, George Syers, chairman 
of the finance committee, Dep- 
uty-Reeve J. L. Spillette, and 
chairman of - the roads and 
bridges committee, Frank 
Bowser, left for Ottawa Tuesday 
night to interview federal au- 
thorities on the disposition of 
the Newmarket military camp. 

The camp must report "nil 
personnel" by the end of this 
month. After that time, the 
only personnel will be a rear 
party working out of another 
camp. 

At a meeting of council recent- 
ly, the committee was asked to 
negotiate for the purchase of all 
the camp property including 
buildings. The town owns the 

fair grounds but not the adjoin- 
ing property. An agreement be- 
tween the town and the federal 
authorities calls for the restora- 
tion of town property to its 
"original contour" when the 
camp is closed. 

The Newmarket delegation has 
arranged to meet with the York 
North federal member, J. E. 
Smith, who will be in Ottawa at 
the same time. 

It is expected that the delega- 
tion will be back by Friday. 
The Newmarket town council has 
a regular meeting Monday night. 
It is expected that the budget 
may be brought down by the 
finance committee at this meet- 
ing.

There need be no question of how to dispose of , 
the camp properly should it be acquired by the 
town, of Newmarket, the buildings have a 
multitude of uses.

TIME TO 
"TALK TOUGH" 

Judging from recent headlines, the United 
States and Great Britain have begun to "talk 
tough" to Russia. It is about time. If a little 
tough talking had been done long before, things 
wouldn't be so muddled as they are now. Un- 
fortunately, the ability to talk tough depends on 
the means -to back up such talk and before the 
Second Great War, statesmen were inclined to 
forget that point, an omission which Hitler and 
the Japanese used io their very great advantage. 
Winston Churchill must have had this thought 
in mind when he proposed a "union of hearts 
based upon conviclion and common ideals*' be- 
tween the United States and the British Empire. 
These two entities make the only combination 
that can effectively match Russia in strength and 
resources. ■ - : 

It is a natural combination. Though "separated 
by geography, the British Empire and the United 
States are one in their recognition of the supreme 
importance of the individual. Their govern- 
ments are founded on this recognition. 

Call such a combination a "powcr-bloe,' , a 
deliberate provocation of a hyper-sensitive 
Russia, or as one American senator said] a knife 
across the throat of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion. The fact remains that a situation exists in 
Europe and Asia which if not checked and check- 
ed now, will eventually lead to the lossjof what 
opportunities for world peace now exist.! 

The United Nations Organization can never be 
successful if dominated by any 'one nation or 
group of nations, particularly so if that nation or 
group of nations attempts to foist on other- 
nations a type of government not wanted by 
them. There will be no compromise nor arbitra- 
tion when one nation is stronger than its fellows. 
Strength must be matched by strength or else all 
nations reduced to one common denominator of 
military impotency. , 

Until then, there is nothing immoral; in tough 
talk. It is much to be preferred to leaning back- 
wards for fear of "offending." Once started, the 
backwards leaning process is apt toj continue 
until the leaner is flat on his back and in no con- 
dition to offer further objection. Let's have no 
doubts. There are limits to tolerance of another's 
viewpoint. When they are reached, it's time for 
the other man to back up. 

There is no reason why Russia can-t share a 
neighborly back fence with other nations. Russia 
never will, however, as long as it considers as its 
divine prerogative the right to. arrange things to 
suit Russia and the devil take the hindmost. Less 
emphasis on national security and more on inter- 
national is the prescription for world peace. 
Some "tough talk'" will emphasize 
none too soon.

ROBINS ARE BACK 

Now that the first robin has been received with 
due ceremony, with the backing of the Royal 
Ontario Museum bulletin, we refute the conten- 
tion that the robin is the first of the migratory 
birds to return north. According to the museum, 
horned larks come first, in February, and are fol- 
lowed in March by crows, robins, song sparrows, 
bluebirds, kiildeers, redwings, gracklcs, meadow- 
larks, Canada geese, marsh hawks, phoobes, 
flickers and great blue herons in approximately 
that order. 

The Royal Ontario Museum bulletin continues: 
"Naturalists at the Royal Ontario Museum of 
Zoology report that about one day is required for 
birds to reach Hamilton from London, nine days 
to cover the distance from London to Toronto, 
ten days 'to Ottawa, 12 days to Collingwood, 14 to 
Sault Ste. Marie, 16 to Fort William, and 33 to 

Cochrane. 

"An additional influx during April brings the 
birds which have wintered in central America 
and northern South America, and the migration 
reaches its peak in May, with the arrival of the 
insectivorous birds which have spent the colder 
months farther south in South America. 

"The 16 birds which reappear in March aug- 
ment our permanent residents and winter visitors, 
and lend color and music to a landscape that has 
been particularly quiet throughout the long 
months of winter." 

Not wishing to be too dogmatic about it, how- 
ever, the museum bulletin adds that these birds 
are the ones which have mostly wintered in an 
area from the Ohio valley to the Gulf states and 
their appearance here varies according to the 
season "their ultimate arrival a dependable 
natural phenomenon associated with the advent 
of spring."

V/hen a group of people sit down together and 
j attempt to organize to carry out an idea which is 
entirely new, progress is bound to be slow. They 
must find their way as they go along. That is 
v/hat the .Newmarket Community i Recreation 
Council has had to do. Here is something that 
is new to the town. There is no precedent by 
which.'to be guided. The activity of the council 
must be made to conform with existing condi- 
tions in town. The council must tailor to wear, 
there is no fitting of a ready-made suit. 

The community recreation council exists to 
encourage and stimulate recreation (by recrea- 
tion, everything from baseball to tatting) In 
Newmarket, It proposes to do this, not by inter- 
fering with existing activities, not by attempting 
to control or direct existing activities, but by 
aiding existing activities when asked, by provid- 
ing more recreational facilities, by encouraging 
expansion and helping to accomplish it. There 
are many in Newmarket, by far the majority of 
the citizens, who have no access to recreational 
facilities. The response to the Home and School 
Association's handiwork classes is indicative of 
.- how eagerly such opportunities are welcomed. 
A parallel is found in the Lions club summer 
program which during a six-v/cek period had an 
average attendance of over .150 public school 
children. It is to make more v/idely available 
VUCh opportunities that the Newmarket Com- 
munity Recreation Council was formed. 

It has not been easy to get' underway. The Idea 
of ah agency to do thii work Is now. Difficulties 
Impossible to foraee have arisen. Misunder- 
rtandln&s, natural to such a young project, have 
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In Passing 
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L. H. Bovair, chairman of the public school 
board, made a statement at the recent board 
meeting which deserves as much publicity as pos- 
sible. Commenting on the use of the school 
buildings by public groups, Mr. Bovair said there 
v/as absolutely no reason why the schools should 
not be used. "They are public property, the pub- 
lic is entitled to use them," he declared.

The facts about overcrowded, 
slum-infested cities ate not nice 
to know. Millions of dollars a 
year arc being spent on 
attempted remedies* — hospitals, 
juvenile courts, detention homes, 
fire and police protection — but 
the basic deficiency, that of 
decent, clean, well planned com- 
munities is not yet provided. 
Too many barriers stand in the 
way. 

First and foremost, private 
building and real estate corpor- 
ations want a complete monop- 
oly in the home building field. 
Only the type of home that can 
be sold with plenty of profit to 
these groups is undertaken by 
them. Construction companies 
plan to build about 50,000 hous- 
ing units during 1940, which is 
totally inadequate. 

Private construction builds 
homes which rent for $20 and 
up. Thousands cannot afford to 
pay even that much for rent. If 
they pay that much for rent 
J hey must deprive themselves of 
fuel, clothing and other neces- 
sities. And then, of course, 
there arc those who make great 
fortunes from all this misery. 
To monopoly landlords, short- 
ages mean higher rents, fewer 
vacancies and no necessity for 
repairs and 'decorating. ■ 

There is only one way of fill- 
ing in the difference between 
maintenance costs and rental and 
v/hat the low wage earner can 
pay. That is by government 
subsidy to all municipalities. 
The aim should be to provide 
suitable homes for those whose 
rental should be no more than 
$12 a month. More than half 
our wage earners are in this 
group. 

Think of all the employment 
in each of the industries con- 
nected with building. Think of 
the new furniture, the electrical 
equipment which people in new 
homes would want to buy. This 
housing problem belongs to all 
Canadians. Only if we face ,it 
and work out its problem can 
wc be certain that the future of 
Canada will be a progressive one. apples,

Work s* 
Work, play and money are the 
three cardinal problems in hu- 
man life. The objectives in a 
training program toward effic- 
ient work are: first, desirable 
attitudes; and second, good work 
habits. In order to promote a 
desirable attitude towards work, 
there must be; willing and 
cheerful acceptance of responsi- 
bility; co-operation with others; 
interest in activities, tasks relat- 
ed to present interests of the 
child; willingness on part of in- 
dividual to evaluate own accom- 
plishments fairly; absence of 
work snobbery, no work should 
be beneath one's dignity. 

Good work habits include: 
Working while you work, there- 
should be a clear cut distinction 
between work and play; intelli- 
gent, persistent effort sustained 
long enough to get some' place, 
an effective method; quality and 
accuracy of work (usually over- 
emphasized); dependability, child 
usually develops this quality 
without the adult; the child may 
be so motivated and so stimulat- 
ed that he experiences a feeling 
of satisfaction in accomplish- 
ment. 

Work conditions should be 
regulated for the child:, work 
tasks must be within the child's 
capacity. Dawdling results when 
a child is required to do some- 
thing beyond him; seeing that 
the child understands what he is 
expected to do; training in. how 
to go about the task; allowing 
child to work out details in his 
own way (usually better because 
it is the child's own way). 

There must be organization of 
work routine. It is the excep- 
tional individual who learns how 
to manage time. The child can 
be helped to see thai work done 
on time and in time leaves more 
time for play. A written record 
of the work routine should be 
posted on the home bulletin 
board. The child's materials 
should be organized and the 
earlier he has a place to do his 
school work, the better. Condi- 
tions should be favorable to 
work. It is a poor habit to mix 
radio and work. The child needs 
to make decisions as to place to 
work where there is no radio or 
conversation and uninterrupted 

time. 

The main parental responsibil- 
ity is to set a good example in 
attitudes and work habits. 1. In 
fostering interest, show interest. 
2. Regard child's interest as' im- 
portant, get down to the child's 
level. 3. Help the child to get 
over the hard places. 4. Make 
sure to supplement the child's 
resources for information, mater- 
ials, etc. 5. Make suie the child 
has a share in the family group. 
He must have his own work and 
do his share, not he considered 
just a "little helper".
